SUBJECT: SAO TOME/PRINCIPE PRESIDENT VISITS LIBYA 

BEGIN SUMMARY: SAO TOME PRESIDENT DA COSTA PAID OFEICIAL 
VISITTO LIBYA APRIL 29-MAY 3. JOINT COMMUNIQUE EMPHASIZES 
SEVERAL RECENT LIBYAN EOREIGN POLICY THEMES INCLUDING SUPPORT 
FOR PALESTINIANS, A CALL FOR A SUMMIT ON WESTERN SAHARA, 
CONDEMNATION OE "IMPERIALIST" DESIGNS ON AFRICA, AND A 
DEMAND EOR ABOLITION OE SECURITY COUNCIL VETO POWER. TWO 
ECONOMIC AGREEMENTS AND THE MINUTES OE A THIRD WERE SIGNED. 

THE TWO SIDES DECIDED TO EXCHANGE DIPLOMATIC REPRESENTATIVES 
AND OPEN EMBASSIES. END SUMMARY. 

1. THE PRESIDENT OF SAO TOME AND PRINCIPE, DR. MANUEL 
DA COSTA, PAID VISIT TO LIBYA APRIL 29-MAY 3 DURING WHICH HE 
SHARED MAYDAY PLATFORM IN TRIPOLI WITH QADHAFI, JALUD, 

GEORGE HABBASH AND OTHERS. SAO TOME DELEGATION INCLUDED 
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FONMIN LEONEL D'ALVA, MIN OF PUBLIC WORKS AND ENVIRONMENT 
FLAVIO DOS SANTOS, UNDERSEC FOR LAND ADMINISTRATION EVA 
ESTOBO SPIRINO CAVALLO (PHONETIC), ARMED FORCES CHIEF OF 
STAFF JOE QUARESMA VEGAS MIXIGA (PHONETIC), AND OTHER 
RANKING OFEICIALS. DA COSTA AND PARTY VISITED SEVERAL 
DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS IN THE TRIPOLI AREA. ASIDE FROM SHORT 
REMARKS PRAISING LIBYAN ECONOMIC AND POLITICAL ACHIEVEMENTS, 
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DA COSTA DELIVERED NO SPEECHES. 

2. TWO AGREEMENTS WERE CONCLUDED ON AGRICULTURE AND SEA 
EISHING UNDER WHICH LIBYA WILL EINANCE ESTABLISHMENT OE 
JOINT COMPANIES IN BOTH AREAS. ADDITIONALLY, THE TWO 
SIDES SIGNED THE MINUTES OE A TECHNICAL COOPERATION 
AGREEMENT, BUT AS IS GENERALLY THE CASE, NO SUBSTANTIVE 
DETAILS WERE DIVULGED. 

3. JOINT COMMUNIQUE ISSUED PRIOR TO DA COSTA'S MAY 3 
DEPARTURE FOR ALGIERS EMPHASIZED LIBYAN FOREIGN POLICY 
THEMES. THE SUPPORT OP BOTH COUNTRIES POR PALESTINIAN 
RIGHTS AND SOUTHERN APRICAN LIBERATION WAS STRESSED. 
SIMILARLY, THE COMMUNIQUE CONDEMNS "IMPERIALIST INTER- 
PERENCE IN THE APFAIRS OF THE AFRICAN CONTINENT AIMED 

AT INTERNATIONALIZING APRICAN DISAGREEMENTS AND PROBLEMS 
SO AS TO ... RETURN TO THE DEPUNCT COLONIALIST ERAS." 

LATTER HAS BEEN CONTINUAL QADHAFI THEME FOR PAST SEVERAL 
WEEKS. COMMUNIQUE APPLAUDS STEP TAKEN BY LIBYA, SUDAN, 

AND NIGER AT SEBHA AND BENGHAZI MARCH 23-24 AIMED AT CHAD 
RECONCILIATION. ON WESTERN SAHARA, COMMUNIQUE STRESSES BOTH 
SIDES' ADHERENCE TO PRINCIPLE OP SELP-DETERMINATION AND 
"HOPE" THAT EPFORTS TO CONVENE THE EMERGENCY APRICAN 
SUMMIT ON THE SAHARAN CONPLICT SUCCEED. IN THE WORLD 
SPHERE, THE TWO SIDES EMPHASIZED THEIR COMMITMENT TO THE 
CHARTER AND PRINCIPLES OP THE UN, BUT "DEMAND" ABOLITION 
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OP THE "VETO." COMMUNIQUE ALSO CALLS FOR NEW WORLD 
ECONOMIC SYSTEM WHICH WOULD RECOGNIZE RIGHT OP "THIRD 
WORLD " PARTICIPATION ON THE BASIS OP JUSTICE AND EQUALITY. 
COMMUNIQUE NOTES THAT LIBYA AND SAO TOME HAVE AGREED 
TO EXCHANGE DIPLOMATIC REPRESENTATIVES AND TO ESTUBLISH 
EMBASSIES IN THE TWO CAPITALS. 

4. COMMENT. DA COSTA IS POURTH APRICAN HEAD OF STATE 
TO VISIT DURING PAST MONTH, AND VISIT IS INDICATIVE OP 

THE SPECIAL STATURE SMALLER APRICAN STATES HAVE COME TO 
ACQUIRE IN LIBYAN POREIGN POLICY. COMMUNIQUE CONTAINS 
NO SURPRISES AND IS SIMILAR TO THE ONE ISSUED APRIL 24 
POLLOWING SEKOU TOURE'S VISIT.
